THE AMERICAN PRISONERS AT VAN DIEMEN’S LAND. 
To TE[E BENEVOLENT AND JEST OF THE AMERICAN 

People.—T hirty-nine of the American citizens wliOj 
were transported to Van Diemen’s Land, charged 
with a participation in the revolutionary movements 
of Canada, in 1838, have been pardoned. Of the 
original number, however, forty-two are still im¬ 
prisoned at Van Diemen’s Land, subject to their ori¬ 
ginal sentence of transportation for life. The follow¬ 
ing is a list, of the names of our unfortunate coun¬ 
trymen who are still detained as prisoners, made up

These men are now understood to be out of pri¬ 
son, upon what is called “ tiekets-oFleave;” being 
permitted to run at large within certain limits upon 
the Island of Van Diemen’s Land, and there to work 
for their own profit, when they can get employment. 
But they are forbidden logo into arty of the seaport 
towns, to go out from their lodging’s after eigh 
o’clock at night; and are required to muster, and t 
attend church on every Sabbath. These, and other 
restrictions to which they are subjected, are enforced 1 
with severe penalties; and they are liable to be 
called into the Government works at any lime. Such 
is now, and has been, the condition of these capti' 
since 1842. 

The Government of Great Britain, while it 1 
granted a. general amnesty toils own subjects who 
were compromised by the, revolutionary measures 
moved in Canada in 1838, has refused to extend the 
same to these, our unfortunate countrymen, yet it 
has been suggested by Her Majesty’s Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, that any representations ’ 
behalf of these men, or petitions for their relief, c 
ming from their relatives and friends in the United 
States, will be favorably received, and the Secretary 
of State of the United States has consented to traps 
mit to Her Majesty’s Government, through th 
Diplomatic Agent of the United Slates Government 
in London, any communications or petitions in be¬ 
half of the captives, asking for their liberation, 
which their relatives and friends may be pleased to 
forward to him for such destination.

Orlin Blodget has a father and an uncle residing 
at Philadelphia, Jefferson county, N. Y.; James 
Waggoner has a brolher-in-law and sister-in-law 
residing at Lewiston, Niagara county, N. Y.; Wil¬ 
liam Gates, who went from Lyme, Jefferson county, 
has relatives residing near Lewiston, in the county 
ofNiagara,N. Y.; his father lives in Canada; Henry 
Shew is the son of a widow, in very indigent cir¬ 
cumstances, residing at Philadelphia, in the county 
of Jefferson ; Riley Whitney has friends residing 
Westminster, in the county of Windham, Vt. and 
mother, a poor widow, who resides at Lyme, Jeffer¬ 
son county, N. Y.; Solomon Reynolds has friends 
residing at Queensbury, Warren county, N. Y.; Eli 
jah C. Woodman has a father, and I believe other 
relatives and friends residing at and near Belfast, 
Maine. Of the relatives and friends of the others 
I knoyv but little, except that they are scattered 
through the eastern, western, and middle States 
and in most cases loo poor and indigent to do mud 
for their relatives in captivity. Therefore, thecasi 
of the captives is one that makes strong demand; 
upon the humane and just of our country, for actiot 
in their behalf; and it is to be hoped that the peo¬ 
ple of every neighborhood where any of the captives 
may have been known, will immediately cause a pe¬ 
tition of some sort to be drawn up and signed by 
a considerable number of inhabitants; and where 
there are any of the captives’ relatives in the place, 
they should be among the first who subscribe to 
the petitions. After the petitions have been gene¬

LETTER FROM GEORGE BRADBURN. 
Grateful, as I am, for the smallest favors, the Standard 
will accept my thanks, first of all, for admiring that I am 
neither a hypocrite nor a fool,” and kindly setting me 
down as “ unaccountably honest in this matter.” 

tl.e fellow whose own head lias begun to reel, even 
the sober man seems to be drunk. I attribute, to a similar 
illusion, the Standard’s imagination of a gross, funda¬ 
mental change, in my position as an Abolitionist. Its 
ihange of position.'touching the grandest measure 
of Anti-Slavery action, is a radical change, and not less 
palpable than fundamental; while my present attitude is 
senlially the same as it ever has been. For, up to a ve- 
late period, the Standard went for “ political action,” 
behalf of the slave, under the Union as it is; it now 
repudiates such action as criminal; while I continue fo 
go for it, as an indispensable instrumentality of the 
slave’s deliverance. My only change, if change it may 
be called, consists simply in having dared to scatter my 
vote, and resplved to throw it with those of the great 
of American Abolitionists, constituting the Liberty 
Party. Let the turncoats, who are falsely prating of a 
fundamental change in my position, remember this. 
There needs not the slightest alteration, in either the spi- 
the letter, of the public lectures I have for years 
been delivering, to adapt them to all the real exigencies 
f the attitude in which I now stand. And it is, to me, a 
ratifying reflection, that of those who have become Aboli- 
ionists through my humble efforts, I know of almost none, 
saving certain “honorable women,” (and these, I trust, 
there would he no occasion to include in the exceptions, 
for their political disfranchisement,) who are not al¬ 
ready most punctual contributors to our “ terse literature 
of the ballot-box,” which, protected by no “law of copy¬ 
right,” now sends forth the most startling testimony ever 
uttered against Slavery, as it will assuredly one day strike 
the blow that shall shiver the chain of our last bondman. 

Yet, the Standard would rather I should act with the 
Whig party than with the Liberty party, pro-slavery 
ore as the former is, and supporting as it does the | 
very prince of slaveholders for the highest office in the 
country. It declares, that my “ position now is even 
re false” than when, in 1840,departing from my other- 
e uniform course of “ political action,”—though for 
such reasons as the Standard alledges,—I gave my 
vote for the infamous wretch, who, to the scorn and exe¬ 
cration of ail parlies, now fills and pollutes the Presiden¬ 
tial chair. I thank God, that the “ National Anti-Slave¬ 
ry Standard,” is no standard, either of judgment or of ac¬ 
tion, 10 the overwhelming masses of American Abolition- 
Dismal enough for our three millions of slaves 
would be the day, on which the high-sounding cognomen 
of that journal, retaining its present views, should 
be a magnificent misnomer.

But I do know, that some of the 
strongest “New Organizationists” are “most 1 
ponents” of the Liberty Party, Rnd are going, 
ever have gone, hand-in-glove with the last twr 
The noble founder of the Liberty Party had no sympathy 
with “New Organization.” The same is equally 
of the man, who did more than any other, to establish 
that party “ in Massachusetts.” Probably nr 
hundred of the Liberty Party knows anything abqut “New 
Organization,” or would sympathize at all With it if he 
did; and of the few who once sanctioned it, some have 
ceased to defend it. 

The real New Organizationists of the present day, 
e only employers of the Standard ; who, at the last 
meeting of*the American Society, declared it to be the 
|duty of all Ablitionists, not to vote, under the present 
National Constitution; just as, adopting the same exclu-; 
tiVe principle, the old New Organizationists pronounced 
it to be the duty of all such, to vote. You say “the 
rases are not analogous; that the old New Orgahiza- 
ionists attempted to settle the abstract question of the 
luty or obligation of voting. I think they are analogous. 
At any rate, I opposed, and deemed that others opposed, 
the old New Organizationists; solely on the ground of| 
their declaring it to be “the imperious duty” of certain 
brethren to do that whieh the consciences of those 
brethren would not allow them to do. And this 
cisely what the majority of the American Society has 
affirmed of the minority. It has gone further, 
has connected with what might otherwise be called 
mere “-expression of opinion,” the measure of applying 
ill the funds and agencies of the Society, to the dissemi¬ 
nation and enforcement of that opinion. The Society 
having done all this, it strikes me as something 
than absurd in the Standard, to assert that the new 
movement is a mere “ expression of opinion 
of duty,” and that it constituted no occasion for the pre¬ 
writer’s “ leaving his otd friends.” Even if it wer 
| only an expression, I should still deem it strongly objei 
tionable; sufficiently so, indeed, to warrant, if not impel, 
itv to withdraw from the Society. But the 
Standard alledges, that the Society’s proclaiming Slavery 
and immediate emancipation a duty, must he 
regarded as at least equally objectionable and unsuitable. 
The allegation, however, is obviously groundless, 
slaveholders compose, and can compose, no part of the 
Society; while it involves the absurdity of supposing, 
that persons, associated for a special object, can r 
so, though the majority insists on denouncing the 
rity as faithless to duly in relation to that very object, and 
using the common funds and agencies of the Society for 
the purpose of such denunciation. It is true, I know, 
the Standard affirms, that the minority is at “ liberty 
remain in the Society, if it will endure the rebuke of the 
majority. The same, however, would be equally 
were the majority to insist on*lhe privilege of perpetually 
picking the pockets of the minority. But such a “liber-

And the Standard asks if Ido “not knowthat another 
class who go to make up the Third Party in Massachu¬ 
setts, are the sheerest political demagogues, and broken- 
down politicians.” I tell it, that I know no such thing, 
iut were its assertion true, that should not prejudice 
le against the Liberty^ Parly; I would rather rejoice, 
rat such miserable bipeds had, for once, resolved to do 
good thing, to abolish American Slavery, whieh the po¬ 
litical gentlemen, and well-sustained politicians, have 
long refused to do. I tell the Standard, further, that 
there are moral-suasion demagogues, and broken-down 
spiritual sentimentalists, as well as “political denia¬ 
ls, and broken-down.politicians.” The former have 
to be considered, by all full-grown men and women, 
quite as excusable as the latter. 

The Standard, striking hands with the Whigs, charges j 
the Liberty Party with favoring the project of annexing 
Texas. It says : * While one great party,—the Whig- 
has made the'non-annexation of Texas, on Anti-Slavery 
grounds, the rallying cry in their partisan warfare, * * * 
the organ of the Third party comes out in favor of ad¬ 
mitting Texas. “ And this.” it sneeringly adds, “ claims 
be the great Anti-Slavery instrumentality of the co 
try.” The first of these two brief periods contains, 
intentionally no doubt, three or four falsehoods, expressed 
implied. Its assertion of the Whig party is without 
foundation. And as to “the organ of Third Party,” 
there is no such organ. TJie Liberty Party has a hun¬ 
dred organs, more dr fewer; but no particular journal 
may be called “ the organ” of that party. As well might 
thq New-York Tribune he called the organ of the Whig 
pafty. If the Standard alludes to the Emancipator, and 
means to assert, that that paper has “ come out in favor j 
of admitting Texas,” I feel safe in pronouncing the t 
be entirely without authority. But if it 
y for such an assertion, its inference, that the 
Emancipator must therefore be treacherous to the i 
of Anti-Slavery, would be none the less false, 
easily conceive how an Abolitionistfmight advocate the 
admission of Texas, on Anti-Slavery grounds. I know 
Abolitionist, whose Anti-Slavery integrity I nevi 
heard questioned, and for whose opinion I would give

My Dear McKim, —Yours, dated October 30, and mail-1 
ed November 16, reached me to-day. To-morrow 11 
carted over to Court for trial. My trial will not, I 
se, be urged before Friday, possibly, not till Monday 
next. But it is probable this is the last letter you will 
eive from me, for years. So strong is the web of perjury 
round me, that I have no real hope of acquittal, espe- 
ially as the trial is to be suddenly pushed on, after 
formal agreement once made to defer it til) next term, 
will thank you to acknowledge the receipt for me, 
six dollars you enclosed, from the friends whom I 
er saw, but to whom I am grateful for their kindness. 
My imprisonment in the Penitentiary will entirely pr 
the trial before the Supreme Court. I considi 
therefore, that nearly every useful purpose of my impri¬ 
sonment, to the cause, is lost. I know there will be “ 
dignalion” meetings, speeches, aud resolves; that 
i while, will give point to now and then 
eloquent sentence. But, as to any serious effort for my 
relief,at will belike “ Big Ben,” in Bucks county. When 
the three hundred and fifty dollars, to rescue him, 
wanted, he was discovered to be a bad man.* Hi 
good food for agitation, hut no object of practical benevo¬ 
lence. Don’t say I am unjust, or hitler : I am neither. 
But I estimate human nature as it is. It is true, 1 
[many, many friends. I have slanderers, I have enemies 
igh, but, go where you will, where I am known, and 
you will find some of the very best men and women 
the world, who are warmly attached to me. I thank God 
tnd their prayers may secure me an abundant sup¬ 
ply of the spirit of Jesus Christ in my prison. Still, I 
expect to be forgotten, by most persons. Even those who 
love me, will be absorbed in new cares, new duties. 

Happily, God is multiplying similar cases to such 
extent that Abolitionists will not be able to refuse arty 
longer, to discuss or embrace better principles o 
points involved, than those now current among the mass 
of them. They must learn the duty of making 
plans, and-executing them for the personal rescue of the 
poor of the land from bondage: just as we would do if 
own family relatives, were the bondsmen. I intended 
to write something on this subject, for the Press, but I 
shall not have time now. Perhaps I shall make 
\ sketch before I close. 

My bodily health is better. I sleep pretty well, have 
good appetite, and digest light food well. My neuralgia, 
however, continues, with frequent and severe pain. My 
strength is increasing, slowly, though a very little 
tion sends me to bed. With your arm, perhaps, I could 
walk from No. 31, toChesnut street, if 1 had the chance. 

I am afraid Maryland will not make money by my weave■ 
ing silk, for a long while to come! 

At all events, my physical comforts will not be dimin¬ 
ished by the change to the Penitentiary. Ah—the 
| formed” system of prison discipline, with its horrible se¬ 
cret scourgings, shower baths, and six days starvings, 
(which no man wholly . escapes)— these are charming 
prospects ahead ! I tell you, McKim, more than 
third of those who are in our reformed prisons two years [ 
and more, leave them so impaired in both bodily and 
mental health, as to he but one short remove from imbe¬ 
cility of mind and actual sickness of body. It is only by 
frequent pardons that the per centage of insanity and 
death in these “ reformed” prisons, is kept so low, 
appears in the reports. The silence, the enforced

tal inaction, the prevention of all activity of the affec¬ 
tions, the social nature ; these directly, and powerfully, 
tend to overthrow the mind, to make it imbecile—while 
the physical cruelties are enough to break down any 
nervous or feeble frame. I have been gradually gather¬ 
ing facts on that subject, for years, and did hope, this 
winter, to prepare an elaborate essay on it for the press. 
What a host of intentions a prison shuts up ! 

Am I happy? Yes, on the whole—these ten days my 
dear wife has cheered my poor cell with her smiles—(for 
she will not let me see her shed any tears, lest it make 
me unhappy. Nor will she speak save cheerfully. “ The 
woman is THE GLORY of the man.” But, in prospect 
of being shut out from all the world, from all society, I am 
.hot unhappy—for the presence and spirit of our blessed 
Saviour are not withheld from me. The most painful 
emotions I feel in regard to it, are, that I am to be con¬ 
demned to a useless existence: no activity for the good of 
others or my own. I shall be thirty-one years old, the 
day after the morrow, the 21st. The most useful part of 
life I must spend in prison. But God did^not need me, 
in His service, in freedom, and therefore it is I am in 
prison. When Peter was wanted, the Angel came and 
opened his prison-doors: bnt when he had done his work, 
he was not rescued from the cross. Perhaps God will 
yet make my prison the day star of hope fo the slaves of 
Maryland and Virginia. I shall not be very unhappy, in 
solitude—that most awful of all solitudes, compulsory si¬ 
lence from year to year—so long as God gives me his 
love and his spirit. Those who are free must labor the 
more diligently for the suffering slave. 


TO CHRISTIAN WOMEN. 

The attention of this class of readers is requested to 
the consideration of a subject which demands the imme¬ 
diate and solemn investigation of those who have hither¬ 
to given.it no attention. This appeal is made to those 
who value freedom, and have been redeemed from the 
bondage of sip, and brought into the glorious liberty of 
the children of God. 

While enjoying the rich blessings heaven is showering 
upon yon ; while participating in the social converse of 
the family circle, has not a thought sometimes stolen 
away from that happy scene, in search of the family of 
the poor slave, which was at that moment toiling on a 
Southern plantation, under the overseer’s lash, or stand¬ 
ing terror-stricken at the sound of the unfeeling auction¬ 
eer’s voice, which was soon to sever the dearest ties of 
earthly affection, and separate forever that little circle 
of united hearts,pierced with the agonizing thought that 
they were never again to share together the endear¬ 
ments of home ? When contrasting the wretched condi¬ 
tion of that family, torn asunder by the hands of wanton 
barbarity, with your own dear circle of friends, have not 
your hearts bled for those whose tender affections, com-, 
fort, and happiness, have been so cruelly trifled with; and 
has not the fearful inquiry presented itself—Have not I 
a share in thegnilt of this horrid traffic of human beings, 
if I refuse to rebuke the sin ? If I am indifferent to the 
subject, does not my unfeeling neglect of a sister’s wrongs 
incur the displeasure of Him who has said—“Remember 
them that are in bonds as bound with them ?” 

Slavery is a national as well as an individual sin ; and 
the public voice rivets or loosens its fetters ; and has not 
your influence been effectually exerted in the renovation 
of public sentiment, upon subjects of less importance than 
this ? Let your fervent zeal and untiring efforts be en¬ 
listed in the righteous cause of Emancipation. A cri¬ 
minal apathy prevails, to a great extent, upon this sub¬ 
ject. Could we behold, in its true colors, the great mass 
of physical and moral evil produced by Slavery, we should 
surely need nothing more to excite us. to vigorous exer¬ 
tion for its immediate abolition. When you take the 
Word of God into your hands, will you not raise a fervent 
petition that this precious book, which is a lampgiven us 
to enlighten our path through this dark world, may no 

longer be withheld from Itie injured slave I When yen en¬ 
ter the sanctuary, to feast upon the blessed truths of God’s 
Word, forget not the slave, who cannot participate in this 
holy privilege.

LIBERTY PARTY SPIRIT AMONG COLORED PEO¬ 
PLE. 

Receiving a pressing invitation to attend a public meet¬ 
ing on Thursday evening the 31st, at Union Hall, I re¬ 
sponded to it, and at a late hour the meeting was called to 
order by Newport Henry, who came in and took the chair 
without ceremony ofvote, or any other preliminaries. The 
object, he said, was to examine the merits of the political 
parties. He was asked if this was a public meeting; he 
hesitated a little, and a Mr. Glocester, a colored Presby¬ 
terian Minister replied that it was for the friends of Li¬ 
berty party. One individual rose and said he was not a 
Liberty party man, and would retire. But a third, W. P. 
Johnson, assured him that it was only a slip of the 
tongue, that it was for the friends of'Ziberty ; so the indi¬ 
vidual remained. The first speaker called out was Mr. 
Arnold Buffum, who occupied three-fourths of aif hour in 
showing the pro-slavery character of the Whig and De¬ 
mocratic parlies; but as to the Thirdparty; it was sure to 
overpower both the others. This, with one other idea, that 
party the Liberty would poll 200,000 votes at the approach¬ 
ing election, was the only point worthy of notice in Mr. 
Buffum’s speech, and he sat down amidst great applause 
from part of the audience. That part of the audience 
opposed to attaching the colored people to any one of the 
parties, then asked to be heard, but was refused a hear¬ 
ing. When Mr. Glocester, the Liberty partisan, was. 
called for by the Chairman, he came forward, and in- 
trodneed.a resolution to the effect that it is the duty of 
us, as a class, to join the Third party, and sustained it 
in his way, by a flaming, frothy speech, three-fourths of 
an hour long : at the dose of which, our talented friend, 
Dr. Smith, appealed to the Chairman whether it was 
right to allow a resolution of that character to be intro¬ 
duced and passed, without allowing both sides to be heard, 
but the Chair ruled that the Doctor was out of order. 
Another gentleman insisted that ifthe other side was not 
to be heard, the mover .ought to withdraw it: and strange 
to record, rather than submit to free discussion, the reve¬ 
rend gentleman withdrew his own resolution. These are 
some of the evils that Third partyism inflicts upon the 
eolored people, and it is a singular fact, that the minis.

“ ABOLITION.” 

< Under this head the True Sun, of this city, published 
a few days since a long article, giving its views on the 
present aspect of “ Abolition.” Its opinions are derived 
from the letter of Judge Jay to Mr. Frelinghnysen. This 
letter was placed in the writer’s hands by a merchant 
of this city who belongs to the Liberty Party, in answer 
to an inquiry, as to what that party proposed to do, and 
to what their efforts tended ? The Sun learns, for the first 
time, from Judge Jay, “ that there has been a great mis¬ 
take in the South, and also in the North, as to the princi¬ 
ples advocated by the Abolitionists.” The opinion of 
Mr. Garrison, the address of the American Society in 
1835, and the extract from Mr. Jay’s book, are given in 
proof that there is no intention to interfere with Slavery 
in the States by Legislation. The object, then, which the 
Anti-Slavery politicians seek, the Sun understands to be 
simply the abolition of Slavery in the District, and of the 
Domestic Slave-Trade. 

“ In the first place,” proceeds the writer, “ the aboli¬ 
tion of Slavery in a small and inconsiderable district, like 
the ten miles square, is a very partial and meagre effort for 
so much pretension. If the happiness and contentment 
of a very small number of slaves in that District be the 
chief end in view, then they have agitated the Union for 
what is comparatively a very trilling object.” If the Son 
had said simply that a different issue, and one as much 
more important as three millions is greater than eight 
thousand, had been presented to the people by the Liber¬ 
ty Party, and their real one thus magnified, I could find 
no fault with such an assertion. But the Emancipation 
of even those eight thousand slaves, is a result worthy 
of infinitely more “ agitation,” than has ever yet been 
made by the Liberty Party, and is of infinitely greater 
consequence than any party measure that has been pre¬ 
sented to the people since the States ceased to be colonies. 
No question of political economy or expediency is worth 
a thought, till the right to personal liberty be established 
on an indestructible basis; and the Government that 
tramples on ttns,-ln rtie person of even t«e numbtestof 
Us subjects, who is guiltless of crime, is a tyranny, be its 
professions what they may. But presuming the two ob¬ 
jects just mentioned to be the only ones of the Anti-Sla¬ 
very politicians; the Sun comes to the conclusion that Ab¬ 
olition is dead, inasmuch as the triumph of the Democra¬ 
tic party must set these questions at rest for at least four 
years. 

It is curious to see how minds that may be very clear 
on all other subjects, become mystified when they touch 
this of Slavery. The writer referred to, starts with the 
acknowledgment of having gained I his new information 
also,—that Liberty Partyism and Abolition are not iden¬ 
tical; yet falls into the error imm*ediately afterward of 
singing the requiem of the last, because, reasoning as a 
potitican, he sees that the other must be ended, inasmuch 
as its aim is missed in a rao»t signal political defeat. It 
is a politician counting political chances, and having 
no higher ken than this, it is not to be wondered at that 
he fails to make the proper distinction. Let us try to se¬ 
parate the two questions. 

Looking at the Third Party as a distinct political 
organization, it may be counted as “ dead.”' Created 
for a single purpose—putting out of the question now, 
its real origin here and in New England—and that pur¬ 
pose the protection of the rights of but a portion of the 
people, and in only one way, it cannot survive the neces¬ 
sity which created it. That necessity can,exist only so long 
long as one or both of the great parties, between which the 
people are divided, refuse to recognize the neglected or for¬ 
gotten rights of the few. The Third Party, then, must cease 
to exist so soon as the duty which they have only affirmed, 
other and more powerful organizations shall take upon 
themselves to fulfill. The wisest among them have long 
foreseen this, and some of their leaders, especially at the 
West, have therefore carefully endeavored to prepare 
the members of their party for $ mdre extended organiza¬ 
tion which should embrace other objects than the partial 
one of oposition to Slavery in the District of Colum¬ 
bia, the inter-state Slave-Trade, and the protection of the 
North against the further encroachments of the Slave- 
Power. Many indeed have gone farther than this, and 
are anxious to relieve their parly from its obnoxious cha¬ 
racter as an Anti-Slavery party. “I wish,” said a lead¬ 
ing Liberty Parly man to me, not long since, “ that I could 
impress it upon the attention of our friends, that the less 
we say about Slavery the better. We must preach the 
great doctrine of human rights in its broadest sense, and 
on the subject of Slavery, declare—we have nothing to do 
with it. We wish to relieve the North from the unwar¬ 
rantable and unconstitutional ascendency of the slave¬ 
holding power, and having done this, it is no concern of 
ours, politically, whether Slavery, as a State institution, 
exists or not.” I do not pretend to give precisely his 
words, but only to convey the idea on which he enlarged 
at-some length. This is putting the matter in its true 
light, and to belong to such a party, it does not need, as 
another of,their most talented leaders once said to me, 
that a man should be an Abolitionist. Bring the people 
up, then, to a certain moialand political standard,—that 
it is wrong for them to abet and foster Slavery farther 
than the strictest construction of the Constitution obliges 
them to do, and that they will not submit to any encroach¬ 
ments upon their rights by the slaveholding power,—and 
where is your Liberty Party ? It can have no longer a 
distinct existence, but must be swallowed Op in one or 
the other of the great parties of the day. As an Aboli¬ 
tion party, then, it can never attain even to a respectable 
minority, for the simple reason that the same moral pow¬ 
er which called it into existence, is acting with tenfold 
power upon the other parties, and will induce them to 
engraft so much Anti-Slavery as exists in the Liberty Par¬ 
ty upon their existing organizations, rather than abandon 
these fora new one, which can represent their creed only 
in part. Or if the Liberty Party shall still maintain any 
distinct existence, it must he by assuming the general 
principles of one or the other of the great parties, and 
with the scattered fragments whieh the political flood has 
left, form another party upon a partially new basis. But 
such a party, though it may be truer on the subject of 
Slavery titan those which have preceded it, must occupy 
nearly the same relative position to the system of Slave¬ 
ry as a whole, and still be under the present Constitution,! 


one of its principal supports. That such is to be, and at 
no distant day, the result of the Third Party movement, 
in those sections of the country where it has been at all 
an honest movement, the signs of the times plainly fore¬ 
shadow. It is not strange, then, that to one who con¬ 
founds Abolition and Liberty Party, that the former 
should seem as “dead.” 

But “ Abolition” is something more than, and essen¬ 
tially different from, Liberty Party. The one can only 
claim, as a political right, the emancipation of a few 
slaves in the District of Columbia, and the incidental 
good of the destruction of the inter-state Slave-Trade ; 
the other demands, in the name of God and humanity, 
the Abolition of American Slavery, whose victims are 
counted by millions: the one seeks to free itself from 
the ascendency which the slaveholding power has gained 
in the administration of the Government, and to restore 
to the North' the rights of which she has been robbed; 
the other w.ould destroy the*source of that ascendency, 
feeling sure that in asserting the rights of those who are 
robbed of everything, the most direct method is adopted 
of re-establishing the rights of all: the one would cre¬ 
ate a partial good by fierce strife in the political arena, 
where victory—when we examine the Constitutional ban¬ 
ner under which it is gained—is worse than defeat;, the 
other, by appeals to men’s hearts and consciences, would 
bring about a radical reform, whieh not only seeks the 
redemption of the slave, bnt, whether sought or not, will 
establish a Government which shall be free indeed. I do 
not mean of course to underrate that which the Liberty 
Party proposes to do; but even this will be done, as just 
now said, bj others, when that party shall become merged 
in a stronger; and that again shall do its work impelled 
by the same power which gave the Liberty Party its vi¬ 
tality,—so far as it has any—and at which the Liberty 
men in this and the Eastern Slates are constantly sneer¬ 
ing,—the power of “ moral suasion.” Politicians then 
may count, in their calculations of political movements, 
and political influences, on the death of a party, but the 
Abolition movement was never so full of life as at this 
moment, and never were more certain of a speedy tri¬ 
umph— a 


GEORGE BRADBURN’S LETTER. 

In the Liberator of last week is a long document from 
| Mr. Bradburn, of which the letter, which may be found 
[ in another column of to-day’s Standard, formed a part. 

| As the article could be separated without, in any degree 
marring the meaning of Mr. Bradbnrn’s strictures on the 
Liberator and Standard, and as it seemed unreasonable 
that both papers should fill their columns with a commu¬ 
nication which as a whole, in nowise concerned either 
of them, Mr. Garrison sent me the portion which proper¬ 
ly belonged to this paper. 

If Mr. Bradburn meant by this article, simply to de¬ 
fine his position, either for his own satisfaction, or to 
gratify the curiosity of persons who may wish to know 
what it is, nothing more of course is required of me than 
to extend to him, without remark, the courtesy of a hear¬ 
ing through the medium of our columns. If, however, 
he meant to provoke me to a discussion by these stric¬ 
tures on the few words uttered several months since,— 
and uttered, let me say, in no nnkind spirit—he entirely 
fails of his object. A personal centroversy is never plea¬ 
sant to me, and unless some; principle be involved, never 
profitable to anybody. Mr. Bradburn’s position, and 
my opinion thereon, are neither of them of such conse¬ 
quence, as to make the present case an exception to the 
general rule. 

I may, however, briefly reiterate what I have before 
asserted: that I regret the change of opinion and posi¬ 
tion which my friend has assumed and avowed. I have 
understood him to be essentially an “Old Organization¬ 
al,” aud keeping aloof from the Liberty Party, on pre¬ 
cisely the same grounds with his associates—because it 
was, in the Eastern States, a dishonest party, brought forth 
in iniquity, and receiving its character from men whom 
he his denounced, in both public and private, in terms 
which, out of delicacy to his new relations, I will not re¬ 
peat. If to give his adherence to this party, and to as¬ 
sociate intimately for a common object with men, whom, 
a few months ago, I did not believe it possible he would 
come in any other than accidental contact, be not a change 
both of opinion and position, then I have been most egre- 
giously deceived in all his former course. I certainly un¬ 
derstand where he is now ,—I thought I understood where 
he was then. If J, as well as everybody else, have been 
deceived heretofore, onr friend can only wriggle from one 
horn of a dilemma on to another, and plead to an indict¬ 
ment of past, rather than present inconsistency. It is 
not, however, a matter of very great moment. I certain¬ 
ly do not deny Mr. Bradburn’s right to stand where he 
pleases. I have only regretted hischoice of position, and 
wondered at it when his “ means of grace” were eonsi- 

As to my own change,—I am conscious of none. It 
is three years since I voted at all, having refrained from 
doing so, for precisel j the same reasons I now do; and even 
then I voted only in a local election, not seeing clearly 
that the same objection which prevented me from aiding 
in the election of United States officers, applied with 
equal force to those of the Stale. True, I have urged 
all who do vote to keep aloof from the two promi¬ 
nent parties, because of their pro-slavery character ; I do 
so still; and for such persons, also, I have advocated 
separate party organizations in certain localities; that I 
do now. But this is a very different thing from joining 
the Liberty Party in Massachusetts, whieh I have always 
held to be none the less unprincipled and base, because 
its professions merely, were of the utmost purity, and the 
strictest integrity. To Mr. Bradburn’s column on this 
subject I need not reply. An occasional mobbing, un¬ 
der the direction of Third Party priests last spring, in 
Massachusetts, because I saw fit to expose the character 
of a pro-slavery church, is worth to me whole pages of 
declamation or argument—G.

“ What foolish thing have I said, that the people should 
praise me?” said an Athenian orator, as he descended 
from the rostrum amid the plaudits of his hearers.
